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Mr. Fronds N. "Frank" Hinchey was everything from superintendent to janitor 
and, perhaps, one of the finest coaches in the history of Vermont schoolboy 
basketball. 

In 1921 Frank Hinchey began teaching and coaching at West Rutland High 
School He would coach basketball, football and baseball for many years to 
come. In 1922, he was appointed principal of our school, A remarkable basket- 
boll winning streak in the late 1940s helped turn Mr. Hinchey into a coaching 
legend in Vermont schoolboy circles. His care and concern for the youth of 
W.IYK5, lingered long after his 1964 retirement. 

As a symbol of thanks to a man who achieved so much for West Rutland High 
School the new gymnasium was named in his honor on December 6, 1974. We 
would once again like to express our thanks to a man whom we will always 
remember with deep gratitude and love.
